1) Applicant's arguments filed Januar/ 08, 2004 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant's characterization of references b)as describing assays which involve binding 
activity which is different in nature from the claimed assay appears to be inconsistent with page one, 
lines 5-22 of the instant specification which indicates that the assays of references b) involve screening 
for the same type of iKr activity which is involved in the instantly claimed methods. See also, for 
example, the abstract of Duff et al and page 718, first paragraph under the abstract which discuss iKr 
blocking activity.
